 Vaupapatso, Chile, Aug. 30.— The Chavaral 
Regiment of the Congressional army took 
formal possession of Santiago tonight and 
practically the last act of the bloody drama of 
revolution which has torn Chile to pieces for 
the last seven months is closed. The Capital 
City was in the hands of a bloodthirsty mob 
last night, and, while it was unable to satisfy 
its murderous instincts, it did destroy a vast 
umount of property. | 
As soon as the news reached Santiago yes- 
terday of the overwhelming defeat of the gov- 
ernment troops on the heights of Placilla and 
the fall of Valparaiso and the people knew 
that Balmaceda’s power was gone, and they 
had nothing to fear from his wrath, their 
enmity to his government broke forth. The 
ery was raised that the President should be 
killed and a mob started for his house. It 
grew in numbers and fury as it went through 
the streets, and by the time it reached the ex- 


N ecutive mansion was ripe for any bloody 
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deed. Short shrift would have been allowed 
the President’ had he been caught. 
He knew that he would have little chance for 
his life if hé remained in Santiago, and at the 
first receipt of the news of his overwhelming 
defeat he hid himself, and the bloodthirsty 
fury of the mob was balked. The desire of 
the rabble for revenge found vent in the ap- 
plication of the torch. Soon Balmaceda’s 
house was a mass of flames. Before it had 
been destroyed the mob marched off to the 
house of Senor Goday, the ex-Minister of the 
Interior and an ardent Balmacedist, and set 
it on tire. Then the residences of Balmaceda’s 
mother, Gen. Barbosa, who was killed at the 
battle of Placilla; Sefiors McKenna and East- 
man, the government newspaper offices, and 
the homes of several newspaper officials were 
burned to the ground. 
Citizeus Panic-Stricken. 

The city was panic-stricken, business was 
suspended, and people, outside of the mob, 
kept close to their houses. The sky was lurid 
with the light from burning buildings. The 
police, the fire department, and the army were 
demoralized, made not the semblance of 


an attempt to maintain order.

was at his disposal. This dispatch was supple- 
mented today by a letter from Baquedano, 
which came by special train and in care of a 
committee of leading citizens of Santiago. 

As told in these dispatches yesterday the 
work of repairing the railroad was pushed 
forward with all possible dispatch, and the 
work was completed this morning. 

Sefion Don Jorge Montt, who is in charge 
of affairs in the south, ordered that the 
Chavaral regiment proceed at once to 
Santiago, where they are to assist the forces 
of Gen. Baquedano in keeping order, and also 
to prepare barracks for 2,000 additional 
troops which will follow them as soon as 
practicable. Accompanying the troops which 

went to Santiago today was Sefior Altimirano, 
who will act tor the present as Intendents of 
the Capitol.

There is a good deal of talk here as to who 
will be electéd President under the new order 
of things. In addition to Sefiors Bellisario 
Prato and Manual José Irarrazaval, already 
mentioned, the list of available candidates 
has been sweilei by the addition of the names 
of Sefiors Echatren, Errazuriz, and Carlos 
Walker-Martinez. Gen. Baquedano, who is 
strong with both parties, is also frequently 
mentioned as a man who may get the prize. 
It is hardly probable, however, that an elec- 
tion will be held for some time, and in the 
meantime the Junta will be in control. 

In all the campaign, from the landing of 
the Congressional forces at Quintero Bay, on 
Aug. 20, until the capture of Valparaiso, Aug. 
28, there was only one battle worthy of the 
name, and that was at Curcon, when the Con- 
gressionalists forced the passage of the Acon- 
cagua River. At Vina del Mar the fighting 
was more in the nature of heavy skirmishing, 
while that on the Valparaiso Heights Friday 
was practically a walk-over for the insurgents. 

The ambulance service here has been highly 
disgraceful. Hundreds of wounded men were 
left on the battlefield to die who might have 
been saved if prompt measures of relief had 
been taken. The surgeons of the foreign war- 
ships have done most valuable service in car- 
ing for the wounded, and had it not been for 
their hard, effective work the suffermgs of the 
wounded soldiers would have been much 
greater. Especial credit is due to the medical 
staffs of the United Statesships San Francisco 
and Baltimore, ä 

It has been understood that 800,000 pesos in 
silver were shipped on the British sloop-of- 
war Espiegle. It was sent by rail from San- 
tiago to Talcahuano and was taken aboard the 
Espiegle at that port. The senior British 
naval officer here is making every effort to 
communicate with the Captain of the Espiegle, 
with a view to detaining the bullion if possi- 
ble. It is supposed that Balmaceda intended 
to use this money to make payments on ac- 
count of the new cruisers Presidente Erra- 
zuriz and Presidente Pinto. :

The Insurgents in Complete Possession at 
Valparaiso— Protecting Foreign Subjects. 
Wasuiyetonr, D. C., Aug. 30.—The following

Admiral Brown: 

The insurgents have possession of the City of 
Valparaiso. It was taken yesterday morning 
after a very sanguinary engagement. The gov- 
ernment had the advantage of a good position, 
but bad generalship lost them the fight and their 
troops are disaffected. The insurgents’ ships 
were not present and the forts were not engaged.

ERRAZURIZ. 

This dispatch from Admiral Brown was the 
only information received here today by the 
government officials of the situation in 
Chile. Nothing further has been heard 
from the Consul at . Valparaiso 
since his dispatch announcing 
the surrender of that city to the insurgents, 
nor has anything been received from Minister 
Egan at Santiago. .It is believed by officials 
of the State Department, notwithstanding 
the dispatches to the contrary, that San- 
tiago is still in the hands of Balmaceda. They 
base this opinion on the fact that the depart- 
ment has not been informed by Minister Egan 
of its capture. They say he would certainly 
have notified the department had the 
city been surrendered. The Chilean Minister 
declined to receive any one tonight. It is re- 
ported that he receivéd word today that Bal- 
maceda was still in possession of Santiago and 
had not fled. - 


BALMACEDA WILL BE BANISHED, 


The Congressionalists Will Not Make Him 
a Martyr by Executing Him. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 30.—[Special.]— 
Julio M. Foster, who is assisting the Chilean 
envoys to this country, said today: This 
victory means the downfall of Balmaceda and 
The 
capture cf Valparaiso settles it. When our 
soldiers entered that city they were warmly 
greeted by the inhabitants and hailed as bene- 
factors. Those who had been afraid before to 
declare their opinions opénly came over to us. 
Valparaiso, with its arsenals and munitions of 
-war being in our possession, I cannot see how 
Balmaceda can longer continue the struggle. 
Whether he will retreat to Santiago or not [ 
cannot say. He may go there, or he may fle 
the country. 
It is difficult to prophesy what will be 
Balmaceda's fate. I am inclined to think the 
Congressional party would be satisfied to have 
him accept a voluntary banishment, arid 
would, so far as it could, assist him to leave 
the country, He certainly cannot remain 
there. Hts career has been such as to arouse 
a great deal of antagonism, and his life would 
hardly be worth a trif e if he attempted to re- 
main in Chile. Of course he would be ostra- 
cised socially, aside from anything else. 
Were he killed it would put him in the light 
of a martyr, so to speak, and so I think his 
worst punishment wouid be to have to leave 
the country. Under the law, if he were capt- 
ured, he would have to be tried for treason, 
and there is no doubt of his condemnation and 
subsequent punishment. But the Congres- 
sional party 18 opposed to shedding any more 
blood than has been shed, so I think he will 
be allowed to escape. 
„No, we shall not ask the United States 
Government to recognize us. Wecame here 
expecting that our side of the question would 
receive the consideration of the government, 
but as it has not, we do not propose to ask for 
it. The press generally and the patriotic citi- 


zens of this gountry who understand the mat- 


ter have accorded us the recognition we desire 
and it will be accepted by the people of Chile. 
When we have secured full control of the gov- 
ernment an election will be had for the Presi- 
dency, and members of the Lower House 
whose terms have expired will have to be 
elected.

LABOR DAY WILL BE CELEBRATED BY 


The Trades Assembly to Have One and the 
Building Trades Council Another—A 


Previous Agreement Between the Two 


Bodies Ignored. by the Former—Bitter 
Feeling Engendered by the Change of 
Program— Miscellaneous Labor News, 

There will be two Labor day parades. The 
action of the Labor Day Enterteinment com- 
mittee of the Trades and Labor Assembly 
Saturday night in changing the line of march 
from that hitherto agreed on by the joint com- 
mittees of the Trades and Labor Assembly and 
the Building Trades Council makes that a ne- 
cessity. Thus change was made without any 
conference with the Building Trades Council, 
and on that account the latter declines to be 
bound by it, but the representatives say they 
are willing to stick to the original line of 
march as agreed on. This ineans two parades, 
one under the management of the assem 
and another under the council. ) 

At the first conference between the assem- 
bly and council a.line of march was agreed on 
and subrhitted to the city official who issues 
permits for street patades. A vigorous pro- 
test was at once entered by the Police Depart- 
ment, officials of which pointed out that the 
parade crossed the cable lines twice in each 
divisign of the city, and mat public travel 
would be too mach impeded by the stoppage 
incident to the passage of probably 25,000 
men. 

The joint committee met again and agreed 
to form at Bricklayers’ Hall, then move by 
Monroe, Desplaines, Harrison, Franklin, 
Lake, Dearborn, and Jackson streets to Mich- 
igan avenue, countermarch there past a re- 
viewing stand, the Building Trades Council 
people to leave the rest of the line at Lake 
and Franklin to go to Sharpshooters’ Park to 
picnic, the assembly followers, after the Lake- 
Front countermarch and review, to go to 
Gardner’s Park to picnic. 

This was understood to be the program, 
with the additional provision that the brick- 
layers and stonemasons should drop out of 
the parade at some convenient point to go to 
Thornton Park to picnic; the brickmakers to 
drop out to go to Schults’ Park, and the brass 
molders to drop out to go to Ogden’s Grove. 

The Trades and Labor Assembly commit- 
tee Saturday night issued a manifesto altering 
the program and reciting its reasons for 
changing the line of march so as to start from 
Bricklayers’ Hall, then move via Monroe, 
Desplaines, and Jackson streets to Michigan 
avenue. 

The marshals of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil met yesterday mosmng at No. 167 Wash- 
ington street, and remained in secret session 
until 1 p. m. They then announced that 
while they were willing to abide by the line of 
march as agreed on by both branches they 
declined to change under the circumstances. 
They had been given full power to-act for the 
Building Trades Council in ali matters per- 
taining to the Labor day parade, and they 
handed out the following for publication :

New Tonx, Aug. 80.~-[Special.]—Advices 
received in this city from Venezuela report 
that an American citizen, Hugh Miller, has 
been kept in prison for over six weeks in 
Morida, He has not only been subjected to 
the most brutal treatment, it is said, but he 
bas had all his stolen from him by 


as a “drummer” a little over a year 
ago in the employment of a West- 
ern firm, and after working his way 
down through Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica arrived in Panama about two months ago 
and finally got to Morida, He found there 
was little business, and determmed to leave. 
The night previous to the day on which be 
was to leave he indulged in a li spree.“ 
He got into a fight with a native, whose 
friends knocked him senseless. When he 
came to he was surrounded by a chattering 
mob of half-breeds, who gesticulated and 
talked im their language, which Miller 


pockets. He found his gold watch, money, 
and papers missing. Catchmg sight of the 
half-breed with whom he had the fight he de- 
manded his money and papers. In reply the 
native pulled out Miller’s memoranduni book 
from his trousers pocket and in 
broken Spanish informed Miller that 
he would have to fight for it. 
The Yankee seemed to grasp the meaning of 
the words, for before the native could divine 
his intention he had sent him sprawling to 
the gutter. The mob at once made a rush for 
Miller and despite his weak condition he 
fought as best he could, being badly handled 
by the mob. A dusky policeman arrested the 
American. 
Miller was led before a filty, ugly looking 
individual. The farce of a trial was begun. 
Through an interpreter Miller told his story 
of the assault, and finally ended by stating 
that he had been robbed of all his money, his 
watch, and his memorandum book, in which 
he had a list of all orders. He also had about 
$2,000 in drafts and papers in his wallet. The 
individual was an Alcalde, or District Magis- 
trate, He told Miller that he would have to 
stay ten days in prison for getting drunk and 
raising a disturbance. Not a word was said 
about the recovery of his watch. He pro- 
tested, whereupon one of the policemen 
struck him. With one powerful blow Miller 
knocked down the officer, and in a moment 
had the court-room cleared. A dozen officers 
jnmped upon him, and he was tied hand and 
foot. He was thrown into a foul Venezuelan 
prison and kept there for four weeks. During 
those four weeks he was not allowed te write 
a line, and not being accustomed to the greasy 
food offered him by the natives he was nearly 


starved. 

At the end of four weeks Miller was a wreck. 
He left the prison and again applied to the 
Judge for the arrest of his assailant and the 
man who robbed him: The. Judge told him 
that it was impossible. After leaving the 
Judge Miller met the ruffian, and in a moment 

was punching him for dear life. For this 
iller was again arrested and the same Judge 
sentenced him to two weeks in jail. Once 
more he was subjected to the same trials and 
ain he had to submit to the brutal treatment 

of the guards. 

Upon the day he was freed Miller started for 
his lodgings, where he was set upon by a mob 
of ans, and but for the interference of a 
liceman he would have fared very barily. 

nder the cover of night he left the town. 
Miller is at present at Caracas recovering his 
health. He says he will engage a native law- 
yer, with whom he will go to the town in 
which he was so shamefully treated and ob- 
tain affidauits in order to lay the matter be- 
fore the State Department. :

HAS SQUANDERED TWO FORTUNES, 


Constantine Ashargan, a Young Athenian, 
Tells a Curious Story. 

New York, Aug. 30.—Constantine Ashargan, 
once a millionaire, nowa $10 a week clerk, 
called upon Interpreter Arberty, ex-Consul to 
Jerusalem, at the barge office today. 

Constantine inherited $1,000,000 upon the 
death of his father, a wealthy manufacturer 
of Athens, whose only son he was, and he pro- 
ceeded at once to take all the enjoyment he 
could out of it. He built a large 
amphitheater in the suburbs of Athens; be- 
sides introducing all the sensual revelries of 
Eastern continental cities he tried to revive 
the games known to his!ancestors. His money 
went in streams, and one morning, after a 
week’s debauch, when he was but 25 years 
old, he came to his senses a penniless bank- 


rupt. 

‘Shortly afterwards his mother died and left 
him another million. It took him seven years 
to squander the first legacy and eight years to 
squander the second. He purchased a onstly 
steam yacht, furnished it gorgeously, em- 
ployed a retinue of servants, and proceeded to 
Constatinople, where he duplicated his career 
in Athens. He fought a duel with a young Rus- 
sian nobleman, and then, tiring of Constanti- 
nople, went to Rome. His money finally ran 
out and he came to this country, landed at 
‘San Francisco, and beat his way to New York, 
where, after roughing it for a while, he secured 
a ition as a clerk. 

He came to see Interpreter Arberly today 
with regard to a third fortune which an uncle 
of his in Alexandria has left him. Mr. Arber- 
ly will assist him to return to his native land, 
and ifthe fortune materializes Constantine 
says he intends to settle down to aserious life, 
for he has learned a lesson by his experience 
in this country which he will not forget.

increase their sales and swell their profits. 
Every sensible person knows that neither a 
State government nor that of the United 
States ever will take into its hands the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor. So the People’s 
party is simply playing into the hands of those 
{xdividuals who are trying to do away with 
bigh-license laws and internal-revenue taxes 
in order to cheapen liquor. Jefferson was 
against whisky taxes and most Democrats of 
this day agree with him. They would prefer 
to have free and tea, coffee, and sugar 
made to pay heavy duties. 

There are few things which would be more 
disastrous to the country or add more to the 
wretchedness of its people than to permit this 
poliey of Democratic moonshiners and alleged 
temperance advocates to be carried out. 
Liquor causes misery enough now. It would 
cause far more when its price was cheapened. 
More workmen would be unfitted for labor. 
More wives and children would be made un- 
happy and reduced to hopeless poverty. The 
evil wrought would be worse, because more 
lasting in its effects, than that due to plague, 
famine, or panic. Cheap liquor goes hand in 
hand with destitution and degradation. 


HIGH RATES OF INTEREST. 

The peovle who grumble at the high rates of 
interest chargéd to borrowers in the United 
States might learn a lesson while perusing the 
latest report of the English Inspector General 
in Bankruptcy. He says the average rate paid 
by persons who raise money in London by 
“bills of sale is hardly below 60 per cent, 
and the official receiver at Birmingham states 


that 100 per cent (per annum) is acommon 


rate of interest in his town. This is worse 
than the American pawnshop, and it 1s no 
wonder the last-named: official notes it as in- 
dubitable that a borrower who seeks the 
assistance of a money-lender by means of a 
bill of sale takes the first step to ruin. The in- 
telligent reader will experience no difficulty 
in seeing that the transaction alluded to is a 
most fruitful source of fraud in other re- 
spects— all the more 80 as the transfer of own- 
ership of property, which remains in the pos- 
session of the borrower in England, is not 
made a matter of public record, as are chat- 
tel mortgages in the United States. The 
debtor is able for a time to maintain a high 
style of living and to run in debt to others 
who know nothing of the existence of the bill 
of sale till the lender has squeezed out of the 
borrower all he deems it possible to get, after 
which the bloodless carcass is at the service of 
the creditors in general, and it is needless to 
say they get next to nothing out of it. 

Some cases are mentioned in the report 
where dishonest persons have given financial 
aid to debtors in order that their own claims 
may secure a preference over therest. In one 
of. these the private arrangement enabled the 
insolvent to pay adividend just before con- 
fessing the fact that he could not pay any por- 
tion of the principal. By this piece of smart 
practice the usurer received his dividend with 
the others and obtained security for his entire 
debt while compelling the insolvent to buy 
his supplies of material from him at the rate 
of In per cent above the prices in the open 
market. To some people this may seem to 
be a revelation of a new species of rascality 
of the same generic character as that by which 
bad men in the United States used to fly to 
Canada with the property of other people. 
Yet the story is more than 500 years old. In 
the reign of the third Edward of England an 
act was passed reciting that whereas— 
divers persons do give their tenements aad chat- 
tels to their friends by collusion to have the 
profits at their will, and after do flee to the fran- 
chise of Westminster, of St. Martin-le-Grand, of 
London, or other such privileged. places, and 
there do live a great time with a high counte- 
nance of another man’s goods and profits of the 
said tenements and chattels, till the said cred- 


itors shall be bound to take a small parcel of 
their debt and release the remnant. 


Probably the average man is neither more 
nor less honest in intention than the one of 
five centuries ago, but this is a matter of far 
less practical importance than the fact that 
impecunious borrowers in England are 
obliged to pay 60 to 100 per cent for the use 
of money, though the rate of interest in the 
open market there averages lower than with 
us. The rates openly quoted in both countries 
are those at which the use of large sums of 
money can be obtained on the best of security, 
one essential feature of the latter being that 
it can be quickly converted into cash if 
deemed necessary. Where the security 1s in 
any degree doubtful or slow the borrower ex- 
acts more, and does so even in those countries 
in which money w the most plentiful. People 
in the United States who grumbie because 
they are unable to borrow small sums at 6 per 
cent on security which could not be realized 
upon m less than two or three years, and think 
| theirs is a case of special outrage, do not un- 
derstand the conditions which dictate the 
market rate, and those who think that such 
high terms as are named are insisted on only 
with rural borrowers are wofully mistaken. 
The man in Chicago or New York who can 
give nothing better than a chattel mortgage 


as security for the repayment of a loan has to 


pay fully as high a rate of interest as is de- 
manded from the farmer in the United States, 
and neither is any worse off than the borrower 
on inferior security in England.

SOME CENSUS COMPARISONS. 

The publication of the census figures for 
the Dominion of Canada permits the forma.

the population of that country and the United 
States, but in order todo that the Canadian 
figures should be reduced by one-tenth of their 
increase during the previous decade, as they 
are for a t me about a year later than the date 
for which our census was taken.

If the ratio of 1880 be preserved for the esti- 
mates of possessions in 1890 the total wealth 
of the people at the taking of the eleventh 
census will be stated at about $62,670,000,000, 
which is nearly $1,000 per capita, against $870 
for ten years previously, $780 in 1870, and $714 


in 1860. But it may be observed that for these 


three census dates thére is a fast growing 
ratio. Roughly stated in terms of the assessed 


‘valuation the estimated true ratio rose from one 
and a third in 1860 to a little more than dou- 


ble in 1870 and two and six-tenths for 1880. If 
we should allow a similar growth of ratio for 
the last decade the estimate of wealth would 
rise to about seventy-seven billions. This, 
however, is hardly to be expected, but it 
would not be surprising to see the total esti- 
mated a few weeks hence at sixty-five billions.

The proportions exhibited by some of these 
per capitas accord pretty well with the facts as 
they are otherwise understood, while a few 
would appear to be considerably away from the 
true average. It is not surprising to see Massa- 
chusetts 
Little Rhody a good second, but it may be 
thought that New York is assessed too low, 
the wealth of its principal city being under- 
stated, probably on personal property. Be 
ginning at the other end of the scale, the fol- 
lowing States of the far South oecupy che four 
lowest steps—South Carolina, Mississippi, Al- 
abama, and- North Carolina. Nebraska is the 
poorest Western State, according to the per 
capita figures, and has retrogaded $25 per head 
in the decade, which some people will refuse 
to believe. Illinois stands low on the list, but 
the State Board of Equalization declares that 
in 1880 the assessed valuation was half of the 
true value and last year only one-fourth, 
which would give for this State a per capita 
of $760 and a total valuation of 2, 900,000, 000. 
The Dakotas rank well, and Texas enjoys 
the distinction of being estimated to have the 
highest per capita of all the States that took 
part in the Rebellion. 


LYNCHING IN THE SOUTH. 
t eceurrences seem to indicate that 


in some parts of the South there isa growing 
disposition to arrest the brutal proclivity of 
the people towards the lynching of unfortu- 
nate biacks, who are helpless prisoners and 


who have committed trivial crimes, and in 


some cases no crime at all. The Governor of 
Alabama, for instance, recently has written 
a letter to the Vigilance committee of Bibb 
County, in which he states that; while he is 
willing to exhaust ail his powers to bring 
offenders to justice, he is equally determined 
to use all his powers to put down mob vio- 
lence, and that he has no sympathy with lynch 
law. The Nashville Americany commenting 
upon the recent lynching of a negro boy at 
Tullahoma, Tenn. » who had been arrested for 
a trivial offense against the town ordinances 
and was confined in the calaboose, says: 


‘There is not within the knowledge of any man 
in the community any reason beyond sheer blood- 
thirstiness or private vengeance which could have 


inspired the horrible deed. That the whole com- 
munity is shocked by this cowardly and fiendish 


murder is a matter of course, but we urge upon 
the people of Tullahoma that they never rest un- 
til the bloody villains have been brought to jus- 
tice, There ought to be a large reward offered 


for the apprehension of these scoundrels, and no 


effort spared to visit upon them a swift and terri- 
ble retribution for their crime. 


It is high time for the law-abiding people of 
the South to wake up to the enormity of the 
system of private Assassination which has 
usurped the functions of law in various parts 


of that section. The record of cold-blooded 
and deliberate murders perpetrated by mobs 


during July and August is an appalling one,

TIN MINES IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


Henry Wicker Tells of the Bonanza Found 
Near Harney Peak. 

Henry C. Wicker, General Manager of the 
Harney Peak Consolidated Tin company, lim- 
ited, of Hill City, S. D., is at the Wellington. 
He is in the city on busmess in connection 
with the mines owned by his company at Hill 
City, and talked enthusiastically of the pros- 
pects for the metallic tin industry of the coun- 
try, but more particularly of the Hill City 
mines, 


I you were to ask me, said Mr, Wicker. 
“if we are manufacturing metallic tin F 
should say no. People have an idea that all 


we have to do is to scoop up metallic tin with 
a shovel like sugar out of a barrel. In a year 
from now we will put metallic tin on the 
market in large quantities. We have mills 
erected capable of crushing 250 tons a 
day, and by February we will have ‘an- 
other mill erected which will double 
our vapacity. Our shaft is down 300 feet, and 
at every 100 feet we have ‘lateral levels. We 
have crushed some ore, but only for the pur- 
pose of assaying. The ore runs from 2 to 5 
k oxide and the tin produced 
is superior to the best Dutch Straits Settle- 
ment tin. * 
Hills City ia now a town of a thousand in- 
rail- 
road connects it with the outside world. 
It was solely on account of the tin that this 
road was put through, which shows that the 
Burlington officials have faith in the Harney 
Peak mines. Our company is spending from 
$25,000 to $30,000 a month on the mines, and

“When we get down 800 feet and have 
worked out laterally so that we can command 
a sufficient body.of ore we will have suitable 
tin to put on the market.
